A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 



(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section

2. Claims 1-4,10-12,17,18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 

by Waldenstrom et al (6,221 ,479). 

Waldenstrom et al discloses the claimed coating (column 3, line 1-3) within the 
claimed thickness (column 4 lines 1-12) on the claimed cemented carbide with 
the claimed grain size and binder amount (abstract). The claimed stress in the 
coating is considered inherent to the produced coating. 



3. Claims 1-4,10-12,17,18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 

by Soderberg et al (5,942,318). 

Waldenstrom et al discloses the claimed coating (column 3, line 1-3) within the 
claimed thickness (column 3 line 24) and roughness (column 4 line 1 ) on the 
claimed cemented carbide with the claimed grain size and binder amount 
(column 3, line 4-7). The claimed stress is considered inherent to the produced 
coating. 
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4. Claims 15-9, 13-16, 19, 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ederyd et al (65,718,948). 

Ederyd et al discloses the claimed diamond coating (abstract) on the claimed 
cemented carbide with the claimed grain size and binder amount (column 2, line 
45 and example 1). The stress in considered inherent. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
